The veil of secrecy drawn over the four- 
power talks in Geneva is not thick enough 
to conceal the dismal truth that no prog­ 
ress was made.

Winning time in this dispute would not 
seem to have any particular advantage. 
Nothing can be talked out of existence or 
wasted a wav bv time so long as the Soviet 
Union maintains its unrelenting attitude to 
Berlin, and to German reunification.

Khrushchev has referred to the present 
four-power arrangement in Berlin as per­ 
petuation of a symbol of war.

The war has been 
over nearly 15 years and the old m ilitary 
zones are beginning to look like anachron­ 
isms. No doubt some Western sentiment
